Mauy |w6ople have travelled the 
road from ibe top of-what is known 
as the Vine Mountain to Hillsboro, 
unaware of its attractions. Hbortly 
after leaving ike top of the inoun- 
taiu one emerges from the deeply 
shaded timber to an emineuce iu 
the road from which the l»eHntiful 
valley from Mill Point to the foot of 
the Droop Mountain, sndi'ynly 
bursts upoo the view with all.* its 
surpassing grandeur. No lover of 
the beautiful ever parsed the place 
with halting, and contain plating In 
profound silence, the imposing scene 
outstretched before him. The vil¬ 
lage-with its church spires pointing 
heavenward, farm houses dotted 
here and there, groves of timber, 
winding roads, amt magnilicient 
fields of waving grain bathed in the 
suulight of a <luue u morniiig, make 
up a scene of grandeur beyond the 
power of the |k*d to describe. Go¬ 
ing perha|)s three quarters of a mile 
from this |Uace we find but a short 
distance from tie road side what is 
knowu as the Moccasin Spring. 
Many years ago a hunter tired out 
with the day’s sport, dropped down 
in this secluded spot to recu|H*rate. 
Whilesittiugtheie meditating upon 
the ups nud downs of a hunter’s 
life, and other things in genefal, he 
saw some water trickling from a 
large rock, beiug thirsty and no 
water near him, he^cut with a 
hatchet, a neat little trough in the 

rock to catch the water. While

waiting for the trough to fill he dis. 
covered a Huge 'moccasin snake ly 
ing near him, he dispatched it, and 
from that time, the place has gone 
by the name of the Moccasin Spring. 
Although the stream that supplies 
the spring is very weuk, it never 
fails, and go there whefp you? will 
you will find it slowly trickling, and 
the little trough iu the rock full. 
The uext and' last place we shall 
mention on the road, is the Rati lew 
snake Deu at the Tar Place near 
the foot Of the mountain. Who is 
there in Hillsboro ithat does not 
know of the RatUs-snake Deni 
aud bavn’t some o£ns I teen tilled 
with a nameless*dreed ®s we cau¬ 
tiously picked our wuy through the 
labyriutb «»f|luurel that leads to the 
home of the deadly, rattler. The 
D«& is situated among some large 
ro^ks, surrounded by a heavy 
growth of laurel. No wilder, 
rougher, spot.can be found in that 
section of country. There was a 
time when the Deu was full of rat 
tie-snakes, but of late years they' 
are not so^ plentiful. They Still 
can he found there, however, ami 
the,time to look for them is in the 
spring when the weather begins to 
warm up. About, the first of May 
they crawl out of the rocks, and 
stretolr out where the sun will shine 
on them. Hardly a spring passes 
but what some one goes to the Den 
to capture a rattle-suake, either for 
bis hide whitfh meke^heautiful belts, 
or for thj oil wh?ch is used for med¬ 
icinal pnrposes.

County. This gentleman was a 
prominent citizen, and accepted 
moat of the important offices in the 
gift of his fellow citizens, and he ’ 
had a passion for history. He has • 
a grandson living in our connty 1 
who ranks high as a physician, j 
Mr. MeClintic says that when the i 
Indians gained their victory near j 
.the mouth of Falling Spring Kun, i 
in Alleghany, in 1768, they were * 
so elated that one hundred and j 
eighty, warriors pressed on Is far ' 
as Kerr’s Creek, where some per- ]

sons were slain, and others taken 1 

J 

prisoners, On their return they ] 
crossed the Warm Springs Moun- 1 
tain, near the springs, and camped 1 
close by the springs. The next j 
day they went into camp on Back 
Creek, near the place where Mr. ( 
John Gwin resided a few years 
since, eight or ten miles above Mt. 1 
Grove. As soon as possible, three 
companies under Captains Lewis, . 
Dickinson, and Christie started in 
pursuit, Christie’s company was 
from near Waynesboro. The. In¬ 
dians were followed to the. North 
Fork of* the South Branch of the 
Potomac. The scouts discovered 
the encampment not far from Har¬ 
per’s Mill. Strange to say, the In- , 
dian8 seemed to be heedless of, 
danger. Some were dressing deer¬ 
skins, mending or making moccar 
sins, some cooking and hunting 
and fishing. The scouts having 
made their report, the officers held 
a consultation. It was debated 
whether the attack -be made at 
once or wait until night. It seem¬ 
ing most likely that the Indian 
scovfts might get on the trail of the 
whites before night and Ij^nce be 
warned of their danger, it was con¬ 
cluded best to attack them without 
delay. The three compauiee were 
to be-deployed ; in such a manner 
as to invest the camp and to begin 
the attack simultaneously. Major 
Vance was sent forward to a point 
overlooking the encampment, with 

instructions that if the Indians 

« 

showed any signs of having dis¬ 
covered the approach of the whites 
to signify It by firing a gun. Lew- 

ig and Dickinson had nearly reach¬ 
ed the points they wished in order 
to open the attack, but Christie 
had not quite reached "hiB position, 
when the signal was heard. Lew¬ 
is and Dickinson rushed- ip. Un¬ 
fortunately, Christie’s men set up 
a tremendous yelling, and began 
to rush toward the scene of nctian. 
The Indians, with much presence 
of mind, retreated in the direction 
where there was no nois^, and 
what happened to be the course 
most favorable for their escape, so 
they succeeded in making good 
their retreatTwitlrbut a slight loss 
of life. One warrior cams into 
camp, after a short lull, and dodg^- 
ed from tree to tree, escaping the 
shots discharged and the toma- 
haws and stones thrown at him un¬ 
til he reachedohis gun, and then he 
darted off, apparently unharmed. 
Blame was attached to Major 
Vance for being in too much of a 
hprry in giving the signal for the 
attack, but he and his companion 
! made what was decided to be a 
good excuse. Major Vance said 
' they happened on two Indians,’one 
leading a horse the other holding 
a buck upon-rit, and they were 
coming in a direction by which 
they would unavoidably be discov¬ 
ered. So it was thought better to 
} shoot them than be discovered, 
~ and -Urn Indians in camp have 
. timely warning of- the approach of 
the pursuers. All the plunder of 
any value found in camp; horses, 
blankets, guns, knives, pots, and 
kettles, was taken to Wayesboro,

THE EVIDENCE. . 

The evidence giveu below is the 
substance of the testimony of Jas¬ 
per Varner, Frank Houehin, Lee 
Collins, and Peter Kramer: it 
seeps that Ham. Collina, Lee Col. 
lins, Jasper Varner, and Peter 
Kramer were coming from Cheat 
Bridge down the mountain to the 
Slavin Cabin, where Ham. lived. 
Ham, who bad been drinking, stop- 
lied to talk to a mail near Robert 
Kerr’s place. Jasper Varner went 
back to join bitn, the crowd bawiug 
passed on, and about the time they 
overtook tbair companions, Varner 
and Collins came to blows. Collins 
beat and abused Varner terribly; 
uearly biting his nose off, for one 
thing. This was About a quarter of 
a mile from ilam’s house, and near 
Charles Slaviuto home. Slaviu 
beard the fuss bud took his Win- 
cheater rifle and started for the 
scene, thinking that it was his 
brother that who was in a fight. 
He met Varner, who was coming 
away beaten and bruised, ftud who 
told him what Wan up. Slavin 
went on aud talked to Ham io a 
friendly manner, 'until Kramer said, 
“Do you take up Chilius’ gnd Var. 
ner’s fight!” Sipvin said,‘‘Don’t 
know that I am|%and took bis gnu 
off bis sbonlder^^lt seems that *.he 
whoJo crowd, aurijfrauk .Uoqchiu, 
Who had come ^p with Slavin, join- 
ed in a struggle,to- disarm ' Slavin. 
In the effort, the-struggling group 
went over the -roadside, and the 
gun was discharged, the bullet en¬ 
tered the ground..— Slaviu then 
wrenched the guu away, and jump¬ 
ing aside a tew steps, shot Ham, 
who was standing motiouless a few 
yards away. Ham said “I’m kill 
ed,” and fell, and as be fell, Slavin 
fired again. Both balls ‘ook effect 
in the left side aud passed entirely 
through the hotly., one near the 
heart. Slavin went to Grat Sla 
vin’s, and Ham was carried home- 

SLAVIN’S EVIDENCE. 

The testimony of the prisonew 
varied in some particulars. He 
said that he took bis gan down to 
throw it aside and fight Kramar 
with bia fist, claiming be had insul¬ 
ted him by bis words. That when 
they tried to disarm him be resisted, 
aud that when be found himself free, 
he mechanically threw a ball in bis 
Winchester, and that Ham started 
towards him with a drawn dirk. 
There was no kuije of this kind 
found at the place of the tragedy. 

* THE VERDICT." 

“We the jury find that the de¬ 
ceased Ham Cnllips comes to his 
death from two shots from a win 
Chester rifle in thftjiands of Charles 
Slavin.” . . .,r. 

The dead man was buried at the 
Hoover graveyardmi Tuesday. He 
was a man aged abont fifty years, 
of immense frame, and has bad a- 
cbeckered career, it is said that 
he saved the life of Gen. O. C. 
Watts, of Charleston, at one time 
by catching on his arm a blow 
aimed at Gen. Watts* ’ head.' His 
arm was broken. He had a row in 
Randplph -connty, broke jail and 
came to Pocahontas. He went to 
Bath on a trip in J893, bad a big;, 
fight at the Hot Springs, was arres¬ 
ted and broke jail there. He came 
back and mflfred from Clover Greek 
to Cheat Mountain. He leaves 
several children. - 

Charles Slavin is a rffftive of Po¬ 
cahontas, and is quite a young man. 
He was tried a few years Ego (or 
cutting a man, but was cleared of 
tbe charge of felony on the grounds 
of self defense. He is in jail at 
Huntersville. ' * 

As usual iu such cases there is 
mdeh feeling aroused. Slavin is 
well oonneeted and well liked and 
many who are in a position to judge 
assert bis action was justifiable. 


AN tbe oonotry has said that there 
was sore to he blood spilt between 
Collins and tbe Slavin’e, and Slavin 
was onoe held np by Collin*. Tbe 
evidence given to onr readers this 
week is against Slavin but the pub* 
lie will do well to bear in mind that 
tbeie are two aides to this case and 
tbe prisoner baa much evidence in 
his favor not yet produced.' 

Public sentiment is with Slavin.

THE TWO ME6R0 PRISONERS PLAY THE 
JAILER A NASTY TRICK. 

Alex. Armstrong and Frank 
Oumberland, the notorious pair of 
negro burglars, upon whose cap¬ 
ture and certain cpnvietion the 
whole county wap looking with 
feelings ,of' deepest satisfaction, 
gave Jailer Biple the slip ^int Sun¬ 
day night, and left him bemoaning 
his fate as a victim of misplaced 
confidence. * 

On that evening the jailer went 
into the jail to give the prisoners 
their supper and make everything 
ready for the night. The negroes 
were in a cell on the left hand side 
near the door of the corridor. The 
lever looking the cells was thrown, 
barring the cell doors, but the 
“dead-lock,” which would have 
prevented the occurrence, was not 
adjusted, and this* was the one lit* 
tie bit of negligence on the jailer’s 
part. The jailer then unlocked 
the door of the corridor and went 
into a cell beyond where die ne¬ 
groes wefe oonfined to get a slop 
Bucket. While he was in this Cell 
the two prisoners clambered up 
the side of their cage,. reached 
through the bars, and slid the lev¬ 
ers bac| releasing the door, which 
could never have Been done had 
the catch been adjusted to the lev¬ 
er; In an instant they were in the. 
corridor, through the door, which 
Cumberland locked in the jailer’s 
face. Just at this point the jailer 
would have given all he was worth 
to have had'his hands on his trus¬ 
ty pistol which he hfcd failed to 
bring along. .

“Onb goal begpte spotter,” and, 
though the time given im was but 
four ' minntee, another goal 
was made by a long low shot by 
Lew Yeager which the Mingo 
goal keeper failed, to stop, much to 
nis distress. 

The game was admirably umpir¬ 
ed by Mr. Arthur Lawson, a true 
lover of sport, and to whose inde¬ 
fatigable efforts much is due for 
the many interesting events in the 
way of out door sports which have 
become institutions in the English 
colony at Mingo. Mr. Lanty 
Tuke and Mr. Ricketts acted as 
linesmen. 

Enough cannot be Baid of the 
unbounded hospitality .and 'kind¬ 
ness of the English gentlemen of 
Mingo,* to the Marlinton citizens 
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which extends all around the cage. 

Food is handed to tbe prisoners 
through suitable openings m outer 
gratings. There is a large tank of 
water near tbe top of each cell 
within reach of its inmates, so that 
this great necessity is at the indi 
vidual commaud of each unfortu¬ 
nate. This tank also serves as a 
flushing reservoir tor tbe irou hop 
per closet placed in each ceil aud 
connected by scientifically trappea 
pipes and sewer. This provides for 
tbe immediate disposal of all excre 
ment, and removes tbe greatest ob 
j&ctiou to former jails.

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As has been stated, the doors of 
euch cell open into tbe central exer¬ 
cise or prisoners corridor on either 
side. This is wider than oar ordi 
nary rooms. Oar interior sketoh 
shows it in part, and at rear end 
can be seen tue prisoner’s bath 
tank. At the front of this picture 
the open door to this corridor shows 
the* only entrance to the cam 
tbs upper light band corner 
shows an open box in which are 
levers moving a system of bolts 
over the doors of each cell and a 
separate lever lor each door enables 
the jailer to arrange tbe exercise 
periods for each celt independent 
of all others, and this without en¬ 
tering the cage or comjDg in con¬ 
tact with tbe prisoners. 

Additional locks are . provided 
for all doors, bat thsy are placed 
nod removed, while tbe corridor is 
empty, and while Jhe doors are 
locked by tbe bolta/tb'bjever box is 
provided with tetf tale w gtu igdlng 
devices requiring all levers*to be 
thrown and also locked in their 
places before the door of the box 
can be closed. The boks are also 
arranged so that they cannot be 
moved while the door is open, albof

An “open letter,” which need 
not be referred to by a more spe¬ 
cific description, may have caused 
some to think that tho ever-recur¬ 
ring business of the building of 
the court-house has been misman¬ 
aged by the County Court, tho fig¬ 
ures given by it showing only ar. 
inconsiderable sum remaining (luc 
to Manly on the contract, and that 
there was something seriously 
wrong with the building. As will 
be seen in another column, a re¬ 
duction of $1000 will make the 
county whole. The court-house 
business is in no ttite to cause 
alarm, and not even comment. 
The court-house, extra work, feno 9 
and furniture have not been set¬ 
tled for, except such payments as 
have fallen due under the contract, 
and been approved by the Court, 
architect, and the self-interested 
citizens. In'a nutshell it may be 
said that. Manly will be due from 
the county some $32,000, in round 
numbers, of which the Court has 
allowed between twenty-two and 
twenty-three thousand dollars. 
This leaves $10,000 between the 
county and danger, and would 
rather trend to shwf careful busi¬ 
ness policy on the part of the 
Court in not paying out money too 
readily, than to disparage the bus¬ 
mens capa - i*y of the members. 


Interview With Mr Geisy. 

When the architect, Mr Geisy, 
who is employed by Pocahontas 
tas County, and whose doty it is to 
stand betweeh the county and the 
company which is buildihg the 
new court-house and jail, was in 
town this week, he was approach¬ 
ed by the representative of this 
paper and asked concerning the 
reports extant as to the careless¬ 
ness of the County Court in rela¬ 
tion to payments made the Manly 
Manufacturing Company, and 
whether they had puid that compa¬ 
ny any amounts in excess of what 
they should have paid it, in order 
to be safe. 

He said: “The Court has kept 
within the letter of the law. They 
have issued orders to the amount 
of $22,738, and that includes the 
money paid by the Development 
Company. When they made that 
order they required that the same 
amount ($5000) be returned to the 
Court, wnieh was done, and those 
orders are practically destroyed. 
Outside of the roof, the building 
can be accepted under the specifi¬ 
cation^ There are many things 
that are not according to the spec¬ 
ifications, but they can be chang- 
ed at a small cost; say $50. The 
roof cannot be accepted, and the 
county should be paid the differ¬ 
ence. The reduction should be at 
least $ 1000 ."_ 

All this, and much more to the 
same effect, -was said by the archi¬ 
tect, who then referred the writer 
to his report to the Court. In 
speaking of the whole building in 
that he says: “The reduction in roy 
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judgment that is necessary to make 
the county wholo is at least one

prayer. Mrs Mathews did most of 
the teaching.

Iu the yard was an 
arbor formed by a luxurient hop- 
vine. Under its shade the chil¬ 
dren would sit and enjoy their lun¬ 
cheon, brought from their homes.

It becomes our mournful duty to 
write memorial words of a modi 
esteemed youth who has recontly 

passed away. 

Frank Pruyn Barlow, the youn¬ 
gest son of Amos Barlow, Esq., 
and Mrs Mary Barlow, whs born in 
Huntersville, West Virginia, 'on 
March 6th. 1880, and died J nly 14, 

1896, of typhoid fever, after an ill¬ 
ness qf nine days continuance and 
during which he suffered extreme¬ 
ly.^ In recalling the history of this 
brief life, now so sadly quenched, 
there are quite a number of inter¬ 
esting matters that are worthy of 
notice, and are very consoling to 
remember. For he manifested at 
his early age many engaging traits 
giving might promise of his soon 
becoming a very estimable and 
useful man. 

For the past two or three years 
[hi* father has relied upon him as 
m voluntary confidential clerk to* 
make a record of all the fanning 
operations and the management of 
the’ live-stock. The well-filled 
memorandum book affords an ex¬ 
ample of accuracy and minuteness 
in giving details that would do 
credit to older and experienced ob¬ 
servers. Nothing appears to have 
escaped his notice, so closely did 
he attend the servioe he assumed 
of his own accord. All the settle¬ 
ments made by Frank’s book onmo 
off without a single dispute, und 
proved perfectly correct and satis¬ 
factory. In fact he seems to have 
been a born business character for 
biaapiitnde- in this respect was 
something wonderful for n person 
so young. 

The amiability of hia disposition 
was another trait that may be re¬ 
garded as something quite remark¬ 
able too, for he was never known 
to be oqt of temper, and he was 
never kn own to speak an angry 
word to any one* At school he 
was a careful student and a faith¬ 
ful Sabbath School learner, always 
endeavoring to know his lessons 
well. A gentleman, whose oppor¬ 
tunities to know Frank were of the 
most favorable kind, remembers 
hjim as one of the most piously in¬ 
clined little boys he was ever ac¬ 
quainted with. 

On the evening before his death 
some hours before his Utterances 
became inartioulate, he was heard 
Repeating bis customary prayer, 
anathen called for Clarence, hre 
little nephew to come and say his 
prayers too. < 

With snch suggestive and sig¬ 
nificant recollections to cherish in 
reference to his brief history, it is 
just what might be expected that 
a sympathizing Christian friend 
should write such words as these 
ip a letter of condolence addressed 
to the bereaved pnrents: “Our 
good dear boy Frank has gone on 
before, but we trust and pray that 
some sweet day we shall all be 
safely gathered around the throne 
of God, where there will be no 
more parting, no more siokness, 
nor sadness, but one eternal joyful 
day. This life is given us to pre¬ 
pare for a bettor, life beyond the

The cave underlying Buck's 

Mountain, the fertile limestone 

mountain overlooking Marlinton, 

was partially explored last week, 

and much that was remarkable was 
discovered, tho a fair beginning 
was,not made as there are many 
avenues that" were not traversed. 

““ who composed the ex¬ 

ploring party were J. J. Hannah, 
JofcajBevertige, James McCollum, 
Jake Beverage, and Fletcher Mc¬ 
Collum, the last named returning 
to open air soon after entering the 
caverns. 

The entrance to the cave was 
made down a perpendicular wall 
for fifty feet, the descent being ac¬ 
complished by means of a rope 
and an “Indian ladder,’’ which is 
the trunk of a tree with the branch- 
ee affording footholds. At the bot¬ 
tom of this Is a big room, from 
from which an inoline of about 14 
degree* slopes for about twenty 
tot to a perpendicular offset of 
about twelve feet. A second room 
gbout twenty-five feet in diameter 
was here entered. A passage wav 
twenty feet long through which 
the party walked brought them to 
a room perhaps 60 x 25 feet. 

Another precipice, twenty feet 
high, was then descended by means 
of a rope, and-they entered a room 
larger than any yet found. Here 
was found the bones and antlers 
of a large deer on a previous expe¬ 
dition, and more bones were dis¬ 
covered; supposed to belong to the 
skeleton. Creeping for per¬ 
haps sixty feet, a good-sized room 
was entered, and here the creek 
was found of pure crystal water, 
rushing rapidly through its rocky 
channel* Walking down this 
stream for a considerable distance, 
they were brought to a halt at the 
water-fall where the stream plung¬ 
es over a twelve-foot wall. De- 
Anding this place by aid of ropes 
tflhr reached the bed of the stream 
again. Here was seen a tremen¬ 
dous rock, fifty feet long, which 
lay in the stream. It was shaped 
like a stone-hammer, and splits the 
waters of the stream, it forming an 
island on each side of which ..the 
water swirled. : \V-Sy 

Going on down stream a large 
jxjpm was found at the end of 
wamlch the stream went out of 
sight Where this stream oomes 
{he surface is not known, and as 
fftr hundreds of feet underground 
it may belong to those water oours- 
which underlie the surfaoe of 
e earth. 

Not being able to proceed fur¬ 
ther in this dieection, an alley was 
tried from the top of the waterfall, 
and hfter traveling for perhaps 
three hundred yards, a “jumping- 
off place” of unknown height was 
reached whioh barred farther pas- 

having spent the greater part of 
a day in the caverns, the party re¬ 
turned to the surfaoe without hav¬ 
ing tried many other openings 
which lay along their course. The 
cave has many beantiful rook for¬ 
mations. Light was furnished by 
means of pine torches and lamps.

There can be little doubt bat 
that the black metal we mentioned 
last week as having been found in 
various parts of the county anjl 
often mistaken for ooal, is graphite 
or black lead from which lead pen¬ 
cils are made. It is of great value. 
The subeUnoe is found" in the 
Green Bank district and at other 
phicee in the oounty in the upper 
ooal mpasareB. An account of the 
mineral is given by a standard 
work as follows: 

Black lead, grsphite, or plumba¬ 
go, a mineral consisting chiefly of 
carbon, but containing also more 
or lees of alumina, silicia, lime, iron 
etc., to the extent of 1 to 47 per 
cent, apparently mixed rather than 
chemically combined:' Black lead 
is the popular name, and that by 
which it is generally known in the 
arts; Graphite is that generally 
preferred By mineralogists. The 
name black lead, however, ought, 
perhaps, to be regarded as an un¬ 
fortunate one, as no lead enteis In¬ 
to the composition of the mineral. 
It sometimes occurs crystallised in 
short imbedded hexagonal prisms; 
but generally massivd, and more or 
less radiated, foils ted, scaly, or 
compact. It is of a grayish-black 
color, with a somewhat metallic 
lustre, and is perfectly opaque. It 
is greasy to the touch, and is a per¬ 
fect conductor of electricity. It is 
found in primary and transition 
rocks, as in gneiss, mica slate, 

3 uartz-rock, greenstone, and clay- 
ate, and pretty abundantly in va¬ 
rious parts of the world. It is 
much more incombustible than ev¬ 
en anthracite (or blind coal), bxxm - 1 
ing with much difficulty even be¬ 
fore the blow-pipe, on which ac¬ 
count it is much used for the man¬ 
ufacture of crucibles or 'melting 
pots which withstand great heat. 
These however are not made of 
mere black lead, but of black lead 
in powder mixed with half its 
weight of clay. Black lead is em¬ 
ployed for making pencils. It is 
also extensively employed to- give 
a black gloss to iron grates, stoves, 
railings, etc., and to diminish the 
friction of belts and other parts of 
machinery. It is also much used 
by electricians. Lately it ht s b >en 
suggested as a lubricating rgent in 
the cartridges of rifles instead of 
lard or tallow.
